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FREEWAY REPORT 


As required by the 1970 Federal- Aid Highway Act, 
the D.C, City Council has reported its recommenda- 
tions on certain proposed freeway links within the 
District. It approved the New York Avenue Industrial 
Freeway, the North Leg of the Inner Loop along K 
Street between 26th Street and 5th Street, and the 
completion of the East Leg. In addition, plans are 
moving ahead for the South Leg between Roosevelt 
Bridge and Maine Avenue and studies are being con- 
ducted on the Potomac River Freeway through George- 
town, at the end of which languishes the Council- 
approved 3-Sisters Bridge project. 

Should the present plans all receive final approval 
the fate of Foggy Bottom (already the most auto- 
traveled area in the city) would be as follows: 

1. Four of the six proposed freeways—North Leg, 
South Leg, Potomac River Freeway and 3-Sisters 
Bridge— would sprout from thatlargely dormantocto- 
pus at 26th and K Streets, NW. at a projected cost of 
$334 million. 

2. Years of noisy, dirty and disruptive construc- 
tion, including the redismemberment of Washington 
Circle for a six-lane underground interchange, would 
lie ahead. 

3. The new infestation of metal bugs that would 
follow construction would not only increase the danger 
of pollution-related deaths byt might present the pos- 
sibility of death by suffocation as well. 


4. Congestion in Foggy Bottom would increase! 


K Street traffic east of Washington Circle would lose 
its tunnel and would once again enter into and exit 
from the already massively congested Circle. Penn- 
Sylvania Avenue at 24th Street would be narrowed by 
the addition of a two-lane ramp. The Parkinson’s Law 
that attends highway expansion guarantees the appear- 


ance of more cars on city streets—the very formula 


for congestion. 

Numerous, not to say endless, hearings andlitiga- 
tions lie ahead. I have faith that sanity will prevail if 
people will insist on it and these roads will not be 
built. But should it happen that they are built, my 
advice to residents of Foggy Bottom is this: buy a 
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car, gather your belongings and what remains of your 
body, jump on that freshly-fabricated freeway and 
split for the clammy confines of suburbia. That is, 
give in to the system and fall in step with the real 
purpose of the urban freeway: to deliver the Middle 
Class, complete with costly automobile, into the 
clutches of ravenous speculators and land despoilers, 
and leave the city to be profitably rearranged by the 
fatcats over the bleeding bodies of the powerless poor.

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SERVICE AREA MEETING 


The Service Area Committee (SAC) for Area #9, 
which comprises Foggy Bottom and Southwest, met 
December 16 at the Southwest Branch of the D.C, 
Public Library. 

Among the topics discussed was the status of the 
public housing project located at St. Mary’s Court, 
24th and G Streets, NW. 

Mr. Monteria Ivey, Executive Director of the Na- 
tional Capital Housing Authority (NCHA), addressed 
the audience as to the problem of the St. Mary’s 
Courts. St, Mary’s Courts was built in 1938 by NCHA, 
There are 24 dwelling units that house low-income 
families, This property is normally referred to as 
Title I property, which means that it receives no sub- 
sidy from HUD, Families living at 24th and G Sts. 
are being relocated throughout the city by NCHA, A 
proposal has been made for a 120-unit high-rise for 
Senior Citizens, but as yet no definite decision as to 
the disposition of this property has been made. 

A representative from Foggy Bottom requested 
that a public meeting be held in the area around the 
housing. The chairmen will look into this.

*Crab Casserole 
2 boxes frozen broccoli (cooked very briefly). 
Well drained. 
1/2 pound grated cheddar cheese 
1 pound crabmeat 
Place the above in a greased casserole. 


Make a sauce with one-eighth ofa pound of butter, 
2 T. flour, 1 can tomato soup and1/2 pint of sour 
cream. After the sauce is cooked and thickened 
add 1/2 cup of sherry and one’ canof B & B mush- 
rooms. Use the liquid of the mushrooms if the 
sauce needs to be thinned. 

Pour this sauce over the crabmeat mixture and bake 

for about 30 minutes in a 325 degree oven. 


*Dacquoise 

Preheat oven to 250 degrees 

Beat 5 egg whites with one-eighth t. of cream of 
tartar until almost stiff. 

Gradually add 3/4 cup of sugar. 

In another bowl blend 1/2 cup sugar, 1 cup ground 

blanched almonds, 1/2 cup zweiback crumbs, 2 T 

flour, 2 T corn starch, and 1 tsp. vanilla. Fold 

this flour mixture into the meringue. Grease and 

flour baking sheets and make 2 or 3 eight-inch 


circles of the meringue, Bake them for 45 minutes. 


Butter cream for filling 
Combine 1 cup of sugar and one-third cup of water 
in a pan. Cook to 236 degrees or until thread is 
formed. 
Beat 5 egg yolks until thick. Gradually add the 
syrup. 
Beat in 1 1/4 cups of butter. 
Add 2 T. Grand Marnier and 2 T. instant coffee 
which has been dissolved in 1/2 cup boiling water. 
Chill this cream until it is thick enough to spread. 
Then fill the meringue rings. 
Sprinkle the top with powdered sugar and shave 
semi-sweet chocolate curls over all.

F.B.A, Executive Committee member Burton 
Wilson, when asked about the oversight, said that to 
his knowledge ‘‘no building code for such structures 
had been a part even of the common law of England 
and that, in any event, no code could be sustained as 
constitutional which applied to houses erected by and 
occupied by such owners.” In this case the owners 
were squirrels. 

Temporary repairs have been made by the owners 
and it is thought these will carry them safely though 
perhaps leakily through the winter.

Modern Trains By 1973! 


Spanking new commuter trains could be running over existing 
area railroad tracks by April, 1973. A plan now being pushed 
calls for a 115-mile commuter system, as illustrated by the map, 
for a total construction cost of only $17.4 million. The train 
network would have a daily capacity of over 14,000 riders. The 
U.S. Dept. of Transportation is willing to supply $11.6 million, 
provided the Maryland DOT contributes $2.7 million, Virginia 
$1.6 million, and Congress $1.5 million for the District’s share.

Will these trains compete 
with the Metro system? 


No. The commuter rail system is not designed as a substitute 
for close-in, “short-haul” mass transit routes. It is for high-speed 
travel to or from communities beyond the end of planned rapid 
transit lines. Construction of Metro will remain vital — particu- 
larly in Washington’s downtown business area — even with the 
institution of commuter rail service. Furthermore, Metro lines 
will probably never reach Laurel, Bowie, Gaithersburg and 
Woodbridge. These fast-growing areas desperately need a modern 
passenger train system and jit is needed now.
